Chicagoans and tourists can “ooh” and “aah” all they want about the new quarter- 


mile long ice skating ribbon at Maggie Daley Park, but the true test of coolness 


comes from the pros who've practically worn ice skates since they could walk. 


RedEye invited two Chicago Wolves play- 
ers—forward Jeremy Welsh and goalie Matt 
Climie—to bring their skates downtown 
just days after the park opened to the public 
and zip around the ice ribbon, with its slight 
slopes and inclines, that snakes around the 
park’s climbing walls. 

The pair laced up their skates and stepped 
out on the ice ona recent foggy Monday after- 
noon. They did six laps around the ice ribbon, 
which opened to much fanfare when Mayor 
Emanuel and former Mayor Richard M. Daley 
cut the ribbon together Dec. 13 at the 
park named after Daley’s late wife.

At 27,500 square feet, the J.B. 
and M.K. Pritzker Family Skating 
Ribbon ice surface is much bigger than the 
Wolves’ home, the 200-by-85-foot oval rink 
inside Rosemont’s Allstate Arena. A bigger 
ice surface means more room for skaters. The 
20-foot-wide ribbon can hold up to 700 skat- 
ers at Maggie Daley Park, city officials said. 

For the most part, the players skated at 
the same relaxing pace others did around the 
ribbon. Their competitive spirit only came 
out when two young boys and their dad rec- 
ognized them as Wolves players and the play- 
ers playfully challenged the boys to a one-lap 
race. (The players won.) They chatted and 
took selfies with other skaters making the

December could be cloudiest on books in Chicago

Baby, it’s gray outside. 

This month is on track to be one of the 
cloudiest Decembers on record in Chicago, 
according to National Weather Service data. 
Monday was the 15th day this month without 
a scrap of sunshine, according to WGN-TV 
meteorologist Tom Skilling, and during day- 
light hours this month, Chicagoans have seen 
sunshine just 16 percent of the time. 

Even for Chicago, which usually sees 
41 percent sunshine in December, that’s an 
extremely gray month. 

“This is by its nature the cloudiest month, 
but this is a whole new level,” Skilling said. 
“It puts a cloudy December in a whole new 
arena.” 

The National Weather Service in Chicago 
took to Twitter on Saturday, noting “only 33 
mins of sun since Dec. 12.” So far this month, 
there have been only 1,992 minutes of sun- 
shine in Chicago (about 33 hours), according to 
retired meteorologist Frank Wachowski, who 


measures sunshine for the weather service. 

And it most likely will stay cloudy, ac- 
cording to Bill Nelson, observation program 
leader at the weather service’s Chicago-area 
office in Romeoville. 

“Looks like there’s a possibility of some 
sunshine Christmas Day,” he said. “But if 
there is, it won't last long, because it looks 
like we’ve got another chance of rain or snow 
come Friday. But that’s no guarantee either 
{of sunshine] on Thursday.” 

The least sunny December on record in 
Chicago was in 1975, when the area saw 
19 percent of possible sunshine. In November 
1985, the cloudiest recorded month, Chicago 
had just 16 percent sunshine. 

“If this were to continue like this through 
a week from Thursday, then we could even be 
in line to become the cloudiest month ever,” 
said Skilling, who pointed out the month is 
not over yet. 

Still, the recent gray could test the patience 
of even the hardiest winter-lover, Nelson said. 


“T think everybody, when the sun is out, 
feels a little chipper and more energetic, that 
goes for everybody,” Nelson said. “And when 
it’s a long term [cloudy stretch], that’s where 
it starts wearing on people.” 

The National Weather Service cautions 
that cloudy weather can trigger Seasonal 
Affective Disorder, a winter depression that 
can be serious. According to the National 
Institutes of Health, SAD can be a product of 
low light during the winter months, and light 
therapy can help. 

Usually, winter is a trade-off between cold 
temperatures and clear skies, Nelson said. 
Despite the clouds, this December has been 
relatively warm for Chicago. 

“Like they say, if you want sunshine, you’ve 
gotta put up with the cold in the winter,” Nel- 
son said. “If you want sunshine it’s usually on 
acold, cold day; as high pressure moves in, it’s 
able to chase the clouds away [and] it brings 
cold temperatures, too.”

My sister loves 
5 c f musicals, and “Into 
the Woods” is her 
all-time favorite. So 


after seeing the big- 
screen version of the 
Stephen Sondheim 


production, I had to 
call and ask her why. 

“T’ve always loved 
fairy tales, and I love 
the way they inter- 
twine the different 
stories,” she said. “And 
I love the music.” 

I’ve never seen the Broadway show, but 
instinct tells me those who love “Into the 
Woods” on stage may find this movie even 
lousier than people experiencing it for the 
first time. Sheesh, where to begin: 

When people are talking, it seems like 
director Rob Marshall (“Chicago,” “Nine”) 
doesn’t know how they should sound. When 
they’re singing, he doesn’t know how the 
movie should look. The story mashes up a 
variety of popular fairy tales (Cinderella, Red 
Riding Hood, Jack and the Beanstalk, Ra- 
punzel), but, as executed here in a very PG- 
rated, Disney-fied way, finds no purpose in 
the threads that are chosen and intertwined. 
(We already had the mediocre, live-action 
“Jack the Giant Slayer” and “Red Riding 
Hood,” and the effects in “Woods,” which 
feels almost as random as the abysmal “Rise 
of the Guardians,” are no better.) On stage

I’m told the person playing the wolf wears a 
full wolf costume. Here it’s Johnny Depp ina 
gray suit with furry hands. He looks like Jack 
White with a fake mustache doing a Johnny 
Depp impression. 

Meryl Streep, a conventional choice to 
play the witch, doesn’t know where to put 
the emphasis of her menace and becomes as 
wishy-washy as Angelina Jolie in the awful, 
live-action “Maleficent.” Anna Kendrick (who 
appears next year in a brilliant musical, “The 
Last Five Years”) is appealing as Cinderella, 
but the movie loses track of why this peasant- 
turned-princess runs out of a royal ball night 
after night. And why does the Prince (Chris 
Pine) need to fit her to her lost slipper? He 
already knows what she looks like. 

The unifying storyline involves a baker 
(James Corden) and his wife (Emily Blunt) 
who must arbitrarily round up objects so 
the witch will lift a curse and the couple can 
have a baby. Too bad this requires treading 
through subplots we’ve known since child- 
hood with only minimal wit (says the Prince, 
“I was raised to be charming, not sincere”). 
The tone is light when it should be dark, and 
muddled when it tries to be edgy, with songs 
that rarely rise above forgettable. “This is 
not a show for little kids,” my sister tells me. 
Sadly, the movie isn’t for anyone.

I’m never in favor of 
titles with subtitles 
(like “Exodus: Gods 
and Kings”), but ’m 
especially glad that 
“Unbroken” isn’t 
called “Unbroken: 
The Louis Zamperi- 
ni Story.” Because, disappointingly, this isn’t 
the Louis Zamperini story. It’s a war film 
without the necessary entry points and nar- 
rative engines, leading to a shockingly out 
of balance story from writers (the freakin’ 
Coen brothers) whose plots normally have a 
masterful touch. 

“Unbroken” comes from real life, of 
course, adapted by the Coens, co-writers 
Richard LaGravenese and William Nichol- 
son and director Angelina Jolie from Laura 
Hillenbrand’s book “Unbroken: A World 
War II Story of Survival, Resilience and 
Redemption.” It certainly would seem to 
have a great hook for a movie: Olympic 
athlete—once the fastest high school run- 
ner in American history— faces even bigger 
challenges while stranded in the ocean and 
imprisoned by the Japanese during WWII. 

Except we learn so little about Louie 
(Jack O’Connell, very good here and in the 
recent “Starred Up”) that the film, focus- 
ing mostly on his 45 days floating in a raft 
and daily agony as a POW, has no internal 
life, no subplot, to enhance our experience.

There is a young man we only briefly see as 
a trouble-making kid whose life literally gets 
on track once he begins running competi- 
tively, before suddenly, he’s high in the sky 
fighting for his country. 

The film absolutely captures the misery 
of life in a detention camp. I exclaimed out 
loud when Louie and his fellow soldiers at 
sea (Domhnall Gleeson, Finn Wittrock) 
yank a shark from the water and kill it for 
food. On some level it’s nice that Jolie and 
the writers avoid the hackneyed scenes of 
families in denial about impending military 
service and big speeches about how “It’s 
something I have to do.” But “Unbroken” 
has no sense of Louie’s life outside two 
things his brother (Alex Russell) said to 
him and everything that happened after 
his plane crashed. How did he enlist in 
the first place? What did he think about 
during his time away? How did he make it 
through? Basic storytelling and detail here, 
people. 

Movies like “Unbroken” don’t work if 
you lose sight of what makes them unique. 
Instead it’s just any old POW tale, less reso- 
nant than “Rescue Dawn” and inspiring only 
on the surface — because that’s all there is.
